BY FOUNDATIONS 

$54,600,000 Ts Total of 
Philanthropic Grants in 1931, 
One-quarter Under 1930 

Rockefeller Group Led With 
54.3 Per Cent Total; Carne¬ 
gie Gave $8,991,000 

NftW'Torii. Jan. •-—A general *urV#y 
of the flow of fund* from philanthropic 
foundations-Into various field* hi this 
country was made public yesterday, 
showing that ioa foundations Rave away 
*54.000,000 during the year 1031. 

The first survey of this kind was 
undertaken last year by the Twentieth 
Century Fund, for Its o*n guidance In 
distributing the funde placed at Ita 
disposal by Edward A. Ftlene where 
they might do the moat good This 
year the survey ts made a public docu¬ 
ment again because of the interest in It. 

Ninety-one foundations reported s 
year ago. compared with 103 thla year; 
but according to the survey, ’ founda¬ 
tion grant* appea r to have declined 
23 T per cent in 1031. compared with 
1030; tills decline le about in propor¬ 
tion to estimates of the reduction in 
the national income a« a whole during 
the same period, which Is put at 30 
per cent." 

IIIMTK1HI TION It ANALYZED 

In analyzing the flow of funds, the 
Twentieth Century Fund finds: 

The field of economics still receives 
surprisingly little attention from Amer¬ 
ican foundations' In this, the third 
year of the depression It seems extra¬ 
ordinary that so inadequate a propor¬ 
tion of foundation, support la given to 
this field Only eighteen out of the 
102 foundation# which gave data 
showed an inter##; In economic#, and 
only *935.000 of grant* out of tha total 
of 454.000 000 were given to It—a pro¬ 
portion of ouly 1 5 per cent.
